Bryan’s theme, independent, free and un- 
imited cOinage of both gold and silver at 
the ratio of 15 to 1.

An Enthusiastic Reception. 

It was a great speech and a great night 
for democracy. The faith of the most de-

Colonel Sam Wilkes, Mr. Will Mallard, 
Captain J. Van Holt Nash and othe? 
kept guard on the platform, reserving seats 
fOr Mr. Bryan, Governor Atkinson and their 
party. It was 8:10 when a handkerchief 
waved at the Williams street entrance 
as a signal that the party had arrived. The 
band struck up ‘Dixie’ and in an instant 
everybody was standing up again. A po- 
liceman preceded Mr. Bryan to open the 
way and it was not a happy lot for the 
officer. Hats and handkerchiefs filled the 
air and thousands of throats were hurrah- 
ing. Finally the orator reached the plat- 
form in company with Mr. Shepard Bryan, 
president of the young men’s democratic 
league; Messrs. Lowry Arnold, Clark How- 
ell, Albert Howell, Captain James English, 
Forrest Adair, Judge Bloodworth and 
others. 

The demonstration seemed unending. La- 
dies stood up on benches and waved dainty 
lace Kerchiefs. Mr. Bryan was smiling and 
he bowed to those on the stage and to 
those before him. He accepted the tribute 
gracefully and without the slightest evi- 
dence of self consciousness. He had seen, 
as he was driven up to the building, a great 
throng going away and he remarked that 
if the tabernacle could only have held them 
all the audience would have rivaled in 
numbers the lhargest he ever addressed. 

A minute later Governor and Mrs. Atkin- 
son reached the platform. They, too, re- 
ceived a hearyt round of applause. 

A few friends on the stage made 
way to Mr. Bryan and shook his hand, 
He knew many who were prestnt and 
called them by name. This was the third 
audience he had faced in Atlanta, and it 
was several times larger than both his 
former audiences combined. 

Outline of Mr. Bryan’s Sp:2ech. 
Jselow is a synopsis of Mr. Bryan's ar- 

gument: 

1. The purchasing power of a dollar is 
regulated by the iaw of supply and de- 
mand. Other things being equal, a de-

2. Gold monumetaliism, , 
coinage of money to in- 
creases the demand for gg@id, and this 
raises the purenasing power an Ounce 
of gold throughout the world 
ereause in the purchasing 
is manifested by a fali in the general 
level of prices. 

3. The gold standard, by increasing the 
purchasing power of a dollar and low- 
er.ng prices, transfers to ecfreditors, 
money owners, money changers and 
holders of tixed investments the prop- 
erty and earnings of the wealth-+produc- 
ing classes and thus not Only retards 
production, encourages hoarding hind 
discourages enterprise, but ts, in effect, 
grand larceny under the guise of law. 

4. he gold standard is supported in the 
United States and elsewhere by the 
classes Which derive a profit from it, 
namely, by the creditors, Money own- 
ers, money changers and hoiders of fix- 
ed investments, while it is opposed. in 
the United States and elsewhere by the 
classes injured by it, namely: the debt- 
ors and producers of wealth. 

5. The injury to the debtor and wealth 
producing classes is permanent because 
it is not offset by any advantage to 
them or to their posterity; the capitalis- 
tic classes, on the other hand, cannot 
afford to advocate the gold standard 
even though it does inerease the value 
of their dollars and investments, be- 
cause an injustice wrought by law is as 
indefensible as a wrong inflicted in vio- 
lation of law, and no one can afford to 
bequeath to posterity a vicious policy 
of government or an unjust law. 

6. The advoeates of bimetaliism, by 
pointing out their own participation in 
the advantages of bimetallism give evi- 
dence of their sincerity, as well as their 
knowledge of the subject, while the 
beneficiaries of the gold standard prove 
either their insincerity or their igno- 
rance of the subject by disclaiming any 
personal interest in gold monometallism. 

7. The advantages of the double stand- 
ard are so obvious and the evils of the 
single gold standard so apparent that 
bimetallism has been more universally 
indorsed by the American people than 
any other financial policy this nation 
has ever had; while gold monometallism 
has been more universally condemned 
than any other financial policy. 

8. The free and unlimited coinage of 
gold and silver ata fixed ratio (ripe at 
the ratio of 15 to 1, and afterwafds at 
16 to 1) into full legal tender money be- 
gan in the United states in 1792 and 
continued until 1873, eighty-one years, 
and during that entire period no politi- 
cal party ever condemned the system 
in a national convention. 

9. The gold standard was established 
in 1873 without any party asking for it. 
without the people discussing it and 
without the members of congress under- 
standing the purpose and effect of the 


their 


aw. 

10. During the twenty-three years ex- 
tending. form 1873 to 18% no political 
party of any time ever defended the 
act of 1873 demonetizing silver or adopt+ 
ed a national platform declaring the 
gold standard to be a blessing to the 
people of the United States. 

11. In 1892, after nineteen years’ expe- 
rience under the gold standard, the 
demécrats, republicans and populists all 
declared for bimetallism, differing only 
as to the means of securing it. 

12. In 189% the democrats, populists and 
members of the national silver party 
united in demanding the immediate res- 
toration of the free and unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver at the present 
legal ratio of 16 to 1 without waiting 
for the aid or consent of any other na-

tion, and the republican party pledged 
itself to promote internationai bimetal- 
lism, while the bolting democrats, after 
advocating international bimetallism in 
the Chicago convention, adopted a gold 
Platform at the Indianapolis conven- 
tion. 

_13. If platforms can be accepted ag in- 
dicating the wisnes of those who <up- 
port them, then in 1896 six and a half 
million voters expressed a desire for 
independent bimetallism, seven millions 
deciared for international bimetallism 
and only one hundred und thirty-two 
thousand supported the platform adopt- 
ed by the bolting democrats—the only 
gold platform ever adopted by a na- 
tional convention in the entire history 
of the country. 

14. President McKinley, by gsendinge a 
cOmmission to Europe, and a republi- 
Can congress, by appropriating $£100.900 
to pay the expenses of the commission, 
have admitted that the gold standard 
is unsatisfactory to the people of the 
United States. International bimetal- 
lism is only defensible upon the theory 
that the gold standard is a failure. 

lo. France has had the gold standard 
for more than twenty vears, und yet 
by joining our commission jn its ef- 
fort to secure the co-operation of Eng- 
land in the restoration of bimetallism, 
France declared the gold standard to be 
unsatisfactory. 

16. On the 17th day of March, 1896, the 
English house of commons, by unani- 
mous vote, adopted the following reso- 
lution: “‘That this howse is of the opin- 
jon that the instability of the relative 
value of gold and silver since the ac- 
tion of the Latin union in 1873 has 
proved injurious to the best interests 
of this country, and urges upon the 
government the advisability of doing 
all in their power to secure, by interna- 
tional agreement, a stable monetary 
par of exchange between gold and sil- 
ver.”’ By adopting the above resolu- 
tion the house of commons protested 
against a universal gold standard. 

17. Between March 17, 1896, and No- 
vember 1, 1897, many English manufac- 
turers and merchants petitioned the 
government to carry out the pledge 
given by the house of cOmmons and 
aid in the restoration of bimetallism; 
during the same period 350 labor or- 
ganizations joined in a similar petition 
ang@ an Eng agricultural commis- 
sion by more than a two-thirds vote 
pointed to the gold standard as the 
prime cause of agricultural depression 
in England and recommended the res- 
toration of bimetallism as the only re- 
lief for the English farmer. 

18. On September 22, 1897, the London 
bankers met at the clearing house and 
unanimously resolved against bimetal- 
lism and pledged themselves to secrecy. 
Soon afterwards the English govern- 
ment dismissed our commftssion and put 
an end to the hope of securing bimetal- 
lism through an international agree- 
ment. 

19. ‘The republican platform having de- 
clared that the gold standard must be 
maintained in the United States as long 
as the leading commercial nations of 
the world maintain it, and having de- 
clared that this ecuntry cannot have 
bimetallism until the leading commer- 
cial nations co-operate with us, the¢ 
secretary of the treasury is now en- 
gaged in an effort to commit the Unit- 
ed States more thoroughly to the gold 
standard, not becatse it is desired by 
the American people, but because a 
few English financiers, by controlling 
the policy of Europe, are able to pre- 
vent foreizn co-operation in the over- 
threw of the eold standard. 

%. The republican poticy of 

the maintenance of the gold 
ard until aid comes from abroad, 
vents foreign co-operation, because 
offers the European financiers an ever 
increasing dollar as a reward for their 
opposition to bimetallism, white inde- 
pendent bimetalliem at the ratio of 16 
to 1 will give the European financiers 
pecuniary interest in maintaining the 
parity between gold and silver at 
ratio. because they will de p 
€ilver if they consvire to decrea 
value of silver. Who will deny 
American people have 
to use H%imetaliiem to 
property from depreciation cs 
foreign financiers have to use the goid 
standard to raise the value of money, 
bonds and mortgages? 

7 Bimetailism must not only be re- 
stored by independent action, but it 
must be restored at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
Tf bimetallism is restored it must be re- 
stored by those who believe in bimetal- 
lism, and the large majority of inde- 
pendent bimetallists who believe in the 
ratio of 16 to 1 have more right to dic- 
tate the ratio than the smal minority, 
who not only oppose the ratio of 16 to 1, 
but have made no effort to secure hi- 
metallism at any other ratio. 

9° Some suggest changing the ratio 
from 16 to 1 te 32 to 1, the change to be 
made by doubling the size of the silver 
dcliar. Such a change wouwd not only 
affect al existing co'tn obligations, but 
would reouire the recoinage of $500.900,000 
into $250,000.000, resulting in a large ex- 
pense to the government and a great 
shrinkage in the volume of estandard 
money. If the entire world agreed to 
shrinkage of one-half of the silver

In this speech he gave it as 
hig opinion at that time that while the 
contraction of the«currency would benefit 
the first of these two classes. it could not 
fail to entail disaster upon the second. 
In other words, it could not fail 10 prove 
ruinous to the great bulk of the human 
race. (Applause.) 

“My friends, we are told that we ought to 
be aontented with our lotsa. Of course con- 
tentment is a good thing, but even content- 
ment can be carried too fir. This reminds 
me of a foor fellow who sold his only oypat 
to purchase a loaf of bread. Before he 
had taken a bite of the loaf a dog snatched

“TI have often wondered if it would not 
be better to pay salaries in products in- 
stead of in dollars. If the president of the 
United States were paid his salary in cot- 
ton he would be in favor of increasing its 
price without waiting for the aid or con- 
sent of any other nation (Laughter and 
applause.) | 

“Mr. Blaine made a division of society 
similar to the one*made by Mr. Sherman. 
On one side he classed the holders of fixed 
investments. On the other side he classed 
the rest of the people. With reference to 
these two great divisions he declared tliat 
the gold standard would benefit only the 
former. 

“In 1878 Mr. Carlisle divided society into 
the idle holders of idle weavtth on the one 
side and the balance of the people on the 
other and declared that the gold standard 
could only benefit the former. He declared 
in that speech that the movement in favor 
of bimeta‘lism would not cease until the 
masses were free from the domination of 


syndicates, stock exchanges and money 
grabbers in this country and Europe. So, 
my friends, while the gold standard is 
good for some, it is bad for others, and 


these others happen to be in the vast ma- 
jority.’’ (Applause.) 


Those Who Support Goidc 


“The gold standard is supported in the, 


United States and elsewhere by those who 
derive a profit from it by the money hold- 
ers and is opposed by the classes injured 
by it, the debtors and producers of wealth. 
I have shown you that the gold standard 
benefits some and injures some. The peo- 
ple who want it are those who are bene- 


fitea by it. Those who are injured by it 
are the ones who do not want it. Now 


the man who is injured by it has just as 
much right to dislike it as the man who is 
benefited by it has to like it. 4 will go 
farther than that and say the man who 
is injured by it has more right to dislike 
it thaw the man who is benefited by it has 
to like it. For instance, the man who 
steals a horse very naturally likes stealing 
because it benefits him. The man whose 
horse is stolen has more right to dis:ike 
horse stealing than the man who steals 
the horse has to like it. 

“The strongest argument you ever hear 
against bimetallism is*by the man who gets 
in front of you and says: ‘Do you favor 
bimetallism”?’ You say, ‘Yes, 1 favor fe 
‘What, a man of your intelligence? Why, 
I can’t believe it.’ And so it is you have 


heard men so shocked atthe thought that 
you favor bimetallism that they couldn't 
discuss it with you. I want to prove to 


you that we who favor it are the ones who 


are on solid ground. Those who are Op- 
posed to the taking of the property of 


many for the benefit of a few are the con- 


servative element of society. We have 
had years and years of experience and 


know what we are talking about. 

“TI do not know whether I would be able 
to appeal to the conscience of the man 
who thinks he is benefited by the gold 
standard. You tell me a man can advo- 
cate the gold standar@ merely because it 
increased the value of the dollar and ac- 
cumulates wealth. I ask you for whom 
does he toil and slave? He is looking out 
for the welfare of those who will be left 
when he is gone. The time wiil come when 
he will leave it. His wealth which he has 


accumulated by tthe violation of laws 
human and divine may take the wings 
and fiy away. The children of the peo- 


ple whom he robs today may rob his chil- 
cren tomorrow. The greatest thing a man 
can leave to his children and to the gene- 
rations to come is good government and 
good laws. 

“IT want to impress the difference between 
the advocates of bimetallism and the ad- 
vocates’ of the gold standard. Show mea 
farmer who believes in bimetallism, and I 


will show you a man who can trace the 
benefits to himself. It is the same with 
the merchant and the carpenter. But, my 


friend, go to the advocate of the gold stan- 
dard. Ask him why he wants the gold 
standard. Will he tell you he wants it for 
himself? No. He will tell vou it is for 
the good of the farmer and laboring man. 
You think you hear the farmer and the 
laborer praised here in your city, but it is 
in New York that you hear their elogium. 
Up there they are so solicitous about the 
workers that when one of these financiers 
goes to his doctor and tells him he is 
suffering with insomnia and cannot sleep 
at nights the physician telis him to quit 
worrying about the poor farmer and g€0o0 
home and sleep. When you ask them why 


they do not want the farmer and laborer 
to have bimetallism if they want it, the 
New York merchant rises to the = full 


height of his moral stature and says, ‘Shall 
I let them hurt themselves?’ 

“When I find a man who wants a thing 
because it is good for himself, and because 
he will derive benefit from it, I think it is 
natural, but when I find a man who wants 
me to have something because it is good 
for me, and insists that I take it, 1 watch 
him and see that he doesn’t reach me. 


The New York Bimetallists. 


“If I ever doubted bimetallism, all my 
doubts in regard to it would be removed 
when I hear the New York financiers say 
they would like bimetallism if thetr con- 
science would allow them to havé anything

“In 189% we denounced the gold standard 
as un-American and anti-American in 
siprit and we pledged ourselves to get rid 
of it.

Possibly the officials took more pleasure 
in dosing up the business in this manner, 
because of the knowledge that the Spanish 
agents had been striving to secure these 
yery ships, to whom, it is said, they would 
be of much greater value in case of trou- 
Die than to the United States. 

The next question is how to get the ships 
home, and that has not yet been settled, 
according to the secretary of the navy. The 
‘United States flag will be hoisted aver them 
within a week, probably, and just as soon 
as the crew can be put aboard the Ama- 
gonas she will start for the United States. 
The other vessel will follow at the earliest 
possible moment. The terms of sale are 
secret. 

Both Ships Desirable. 

The availibility of the two Brazilian ships 
was first brought to the attention of the 
navy department by Mr. Lane, agent of the

ships. The other ship has been launched, 
but it will take some time to make her 
ready for sea. Mr. Lane believes, however,

Of the ship is so well along that she could 
be towed, and her own sail power utilfzed 
for the trip across. 

Steel-Sheathed Vessels. 

Both of the newly acquired vessels are 
Steel sheathed and coppered, with twin 
screws and will be the first of the cruisers 
in our navy to embody that most useful 
feature of naval construction, sheathing, 
for which Chief Constructor Hichborn has 
worked earnestly for many years past. He 
finally succeeded in having some of the 
Smaller gunboats constructed on this prin- 
ciple, 

The Amazonas is rated at 3,600 tons dis¢ 
Placement, with an indicateq horse power 
under natural draft of 7,500, which is 
Calculated to develop twenty knots. speed. 
Thus, while the ship is about the size of 
the Charleston, she is much faster. Her 
armament js also much more formidable, 
Not so much in caliber, for the main bat- 
tery is made up of six six-inch guns, but 
these guns, as well as the 4.7-inch guns, are 
of what is known as 50-caliber length, 
giving them an unusual range and power. 
In addition to this she has ten 6-pounder, 
Quick-firing guns, four 1-pounders, fvur 
Maxim machine guns and two boat or field 
guns.

Only public sentiment can force him to 
a positive stand in favor of Cuba Libre. 
He will not take such a stand unless he 
has, to. 

Congressman Brantley, of Georgia, was 
at both the war and navy departments to- 
day urging the necessity of proper pro- 
tection to the Georgia coasts. His talk 
with General Wilson, chief of the bureau 
of fortifications, was not very favorable. 
General Wilson declared that he has no 
money for additional fortifications, even of 
a temporary nature, and Assistant Secre- 
tary Roosevelt said if he had his way no 
vessels would be stationed along the south- 
ern coast for defensive purposes, but that 
every vessel of the navy would be on the 
aggressive from the moment hostilities be- 
gan. He believes they should go at once 
into Spanish waters and drive the Spanish 
flag from the high sea. 

Several southern congressmen—Under- 
wood, of Alabama; Livingston, of Geor- 
gia, and others—were at the war depart- 
ment this afternoon arguing against the 
apparent discrimination of the naval of- 
ficers in their purchases of coal for the 
navy. It is claimed that the purchases have 
been confined entirely to northern mines, 
and that the southern mines can furnish 
this as well as any other. 

Secretary Long promised to investigate 
the matter carefully and that there should 
be no discrimination.

Her Husband Opened Her Trunk and 
Found Both Letters, 


REV, MA, WOOD WILL WOT RESIGN 


—EE 


He Has Charge of Battle Hill Circuit 
and Says That He Will Not 
Resign on His Wife's Ac- 
count—Dr. Gibson 
Talks. 


Mrs. W. J. Wood, wife of Rev. W. J. 
Wood, of the Battle Hill charge, has been 
named by the ministers of Atlanta as the 
woman who caused the suspension of Rev. 
J. T. Gibson from the pastorate of the 
Walker Street Methodist church. That she 
is the woman is tacitly admitted by both 
herself and her husband. 

“Part of the charges against my wife 
are true,” said Rev. Mr. Wood yesterday 
morning, ‘but part of the rumors are un- 
true. 

‘They cannot force me to resign on my 
wife’s account,” said the minister warmly. 
“Tl was born over on that hill and am an 
honest man and can keep my charge, They 
won’t try to make me resign.” 

A compromising letter written by Mrs. 
Wood to Rev. Dr. Gibson in answer to his 
amorous epistle turned up yesterday morn- 
ing and added another startling feature to 
the already sensational church scandal. 
The letter is now in the possession of Mrs. 
Wood’s husband and he declares no eye 
shall see it. Rev. Mr. Wood found this 
letter when he broke open his wife’s trunk 
and found the letter from Gibson. It was 
addressed and ready for the mail, but had 
not been mailed. 

The ministers of this city state openly 
that this is not the first time the names of 
Mrs. Wood and Mr. Gibson have been con- 
nected by scandal, but that three years 
ago, when Dr. Gibson was presiding elder 
of the LaGrange district, he lived at Mrs. 
Wood’s house and that their actions were 
the basis of gossip. which was circulated 
over the entire district. Dr. Gibson said 
yesterday that he did board with Mrs. 
Wood and her husband when they resided 
at Fairburn, Ga., but he denied that they 
were unduly intimate. 

Mrs. Wood Not a Church Member. 

Action looking to the excommunication 
of Mrs. Wood from the church was con- 
sidered by the ministers yesterday morn- 
ing, but on investigation they learned that 
she had some time ago taken her letter 
from the church where she was a member, 
and under the rules of the Methodist 
church she is not amenable to the discip- 
line of the church body until she places 
the letter in some church. The only ac- 
tion which can now be taken by the church 
is to request the resignation of Rev. Mr. 
Wood, because the rules of the Methodist 
church do not permit of a minister or stew- 
ard of the church continuing in charge 
when their wives might have a ciouded 
character such as might interfere with 
the well doing of the officers ef the church, 
This matter rests with the presiding elder 
of the North Atlanta circuit, and should 
he decide that Rev. Mr. Wood’s useful- 
ness is hindered or handicapped by the 
charge brought against his wife’s name, he 
will simply request that the minister re- 
sign. : 

“No purer.woman ever lived than Mrs. 
Wood,” said Rey. Dr. Gibson yesterday 
morning. “I would place my hand upon 
the biggest Bible ever made and swear 
that so far as I know she has never been 
guilty of an improper act.’’ 

Dr. Gibson did not deny that he wrote 
the letter to Mrs. Wood. He said he did 
not remember to have ever written an un- 
signed letter to her. 

“Do you remember to have ever written 
an unsigned letter tO any one?’’ Dr. Gibson 
was asked. 

Dr. Gibson Wrote Poetry. 

*Oh,"”’ said the preacher, “I sit down here 
and scribble lots of times and maybe lI 
have written notes without signing my 
name. I write poetry and doggere) and lit- 
tle sketches that way.”’ So poetry and dog- 
gerel were the only crimes to which Dr. 
Gibson would sign himself guilty. 

The action of the ministers in making 
public the name of Mrs. Wood was the 
result of a unanimous feeling among them 
that an imputation of guilt was laid at the 
door of the wife of every minister of At- 
lanta. Very few of the ministers knew 
of the fact that Mrs. Wood was the wo- 
man, so aftér a Number of quiet talks 
amopg the ministers it was decided that 
Dr. Lovejoy, presiding elder of the South 
Atlanta circuit, in which Gibson is located, 
and Dr. W. B. Stradley, presiding elder 
of the North Atlagta circuit, in which 
Mrs. Wood lives, should call at The Con- 
stitution office and request that Mrs. 
Wood's name be published to the world. 
A Constitution representative went to Bat- 
tle Hill early yesterday morning and went 
to Rev. Mr. Wood's residence, which is 
just about half a mile from the terminus 
of the West View car line. Mr. Wood was 
at home in conference with his presiding 
elder, Dr. Stradley, who had called to pre- 
pare him for the action of the ministers. 
The minister met the reporter at the door. 

“I know your mission,” said he to the 
reporter. ‘I have heard something of what 
the ministers want to do and am now talk- 
ing the matter over with my presiding el- 
der. 

Rev. Mr. Wood Wouldn’t Talk. 

“I would be glad to know who gave out 
my wife’s name. No one had authority to 
make it public and I want to know the 
name of the minister who did it after ali 
of them had promised secrecy. I have no 
statement to make about the matter and 
think it will be settied all right if Iieft 
alone.”

The minister has received no intimation 
as to the findings of the Spanish naval 
commission which is investigating the 
Maine disaster. He says this commission 
is proceeding with the same formality and 
gecrecy as the United States court of in- 
quiry and that no intimation of its findings 
would be justified until the formal report 
is presented to the Spanish government. 

Senor Polo added that his personal belief, 
however, was that there was no doubt 
that the Spanish commission would report 
that the Maine explosion was due to acci- 
dent and said he was convinced that this 
also would be the conclusion reached by 
the people of this country when all the 
facts of the matter are known.

Cablegrams received at the navy depart- 
ment today announce that the Bancroft 
sailed yesterday from Lisbon for: Norfolk, 
and the Helena from Lisbon to Key West 
to join the squadron.

Mr. Ladson admit- 
ter writing the letter, but defended his po- 
sition by the statement that the letter had 
been purposely miscontrued by Major 
Cumming and that there was nothing in it 
to warrant the charges made. 

In the proceedings filed by Major Cum- 
ming the letter written by Mr. Ladson to 
Reville is made the ground for the charges, 
but in addition to this another sensational 
charge is made. In the accusation Major 
Cumming says that Mr. Ladson paid one 
James Stewart $10 for bringing to his office 
Cc. M. Craig, who had been injured on the 
Southern railway. It is charged that the 
object in seeing Craig was to get him to 
authorize Ladson to file suit against the 
railroad. It ia alleged that Craig refused 
to do this, but that notwithstanding his 
refusal, Mr. Ladson filed suit in the eity 
court of Atlanta at the November term, 
1897. It is alleged that the suit was dis- 
missed because Craig disregarded it. In 
addition to this and the letter to Reville no 
other charges are made in the proceedings. 

Mr. Ladson is at present in Augusta and 
could not be seen yesterday. The case out 
of which grew the disbarment proceedings 
comes up for a hearing in Augusta this 
week, The outome wiil be watched with 
interest.

LADSON MAKES A STATEMENT.

Atlanta Attorney Recounts the His- 
tory of the Case. 

Augusta, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)—C. T. 
Ladson its in Augusta preparing for the 
trial of the Whitton railroad suit, which 
is set for Wednesday in the city court. 

This afternoon The Evening Herald pub- 
lishes a special telegram from Atlanta 
that Major Joseph B. Cumming has filed 
in that city his threatened disbarment pro- 
ceedings against Mr. Ladson and the lIat- 
ter desires ‘that his defense shall go right 
along with the publication of the proceed- 
ings mstituted by Major Cumming. 

It will be remembered that.in the progress 
of a railroad case in which Ladson & 


Van Epps were counsel for the plaintiff, 
Major Cumming produced in court a letter 
from Ladson to a witness, Keville, then on 
the stand, which he maintained was equiv- 
alent to an offer to bribe the witness. The 
incident caused a sensation and ended in a 
continuance of the case. The letter was as 
follows: 

“Dear Sir: I just wired to Mrs. Whitton 
to send you today $10 to pay expenses of 
your coming to Augusta Thursday Gnd 
meeting me there at her house at 5 o’clock, 
and to stay over there until the day for 
the trial. I suppose she has done so. How- 
ever, if for any reason she hasn’t, be sure 
to meet me at Mrs. Whitton'’s, and I will 
then and there hand you the $10 myself. 
You are the principal witness in the case 
sO meet me Thursday sure. More than 
that, I will make Mrs. Whitton pay you 
enough out of any judgment she may re- 
cover to pay you for your trouble and time 
and that so on account of your losing your 
job by standing by the truth in the case. 
The railroad company shall not do you this 
wrong on Mrs. Whitton’s account without 
her seeing that you lose nothing thereby,”’ 

Mr. Ladson says: ‘‘On April 2, 1897, Brooks 
Whitten, an excellent citizen, was killed 
while unchaining two cars on the Augusta 
Secuthern railroad, When he was between 
the cars a green hand gave the wrong 
signal and he was crushed to death. When 
employed to bring sult I was told by Mrs. 
Whitton that R. H. Reville caught Drooks 
Whitton dead in his arms a moment ufter 
the accident and knew every detail. I went 
to Elarlem, near which place Reville was 
living, to take his testimony. I had never 
seen the man and never communicated with 
him. I was informed that he lived ua few 
miles from the village and secured the ser- 
vices of Edward D. Clary. also a stranger 
to me, to drive me in his buggy to Re- 
Ville’'s house. 

What transpired te set out in an affidavit 
from (ary, who ®avs as he drove Ladson 
to Reville’s home in June last, Ladson 
asked him please to pay special attention 
to all that was said. as Reville was a 
stranger to him and he would like a wit- 
to the conversation. 

“As requested,” said Clary, “I was pres- 
ent and heard every word that passed be- 
tween them. Reville, when informed by 
Ladson, who he was and what he had 
come for, freely and voluntarily detailed 
every circumstance of the killing of Whit- 
ton by the train just as he is reported to 
have testified subsequently at the trial.

Some opponent of 
this belief asked: 

“‘T¢ we had free silver and could have 
all the bullion coined for nothing and have 
every ounce made into a silver doilar, 
do you believe there is a man who would 
sell his silver for 65 cents an ounce?’ 

“Kor awhile there was no reply and then 
we heard a voice say, ‘I would.” Donnelly 
investigated to see who iH was that would 
sell silver at,65 cents when he could have 
65 cents worth made into a dollar and he 
found that a¥was a young man with his 
mother. ‘Oh, don’t mind him,’ said his 
mother, ‘he’s an idiot.’ 

“Now, I expect every man here has heard 
just such questions as that. If we had 
free silver, of course no man would sell 
silver bullion at 65 cents an ounce. Why, 
according to that plan you could buy it 
at 65 cents have it made into dollars and 
soon get rich. You couldn’t buy it at 65 
cents if we had free coinage. There would 
be such a demand for it that it would go 
to 100 cents an ounce. 

“T have a plan by which every man can 
get rich. This is my own plan and if the 
arguments of these men who talk of the 
great profits to be made from buying sil- 
ver bullion and coin it for nothing are true, 
then you may all get rich in a day. I don’t 
give this plan to every audience, but this 
is an exceptional audience. My plan is 
for every man to go around and buy all 
his neighbor’s property at just one-half 
the price at which it is selling in the mar- 
ket and then sell it at full value. 

“We haven't got to the end of this gold 
standard business. We are still going 
downward and downward and no man can 
see far enough ahead to point out the bot- 
tom. The end is not in sight. It will con- 
tinue to get worse. The question is not 
whether we shall stay as we are, but wheth- 
er we shall go down and down, or return 
to bimetallism. Bimetailism will raise prices 
and give better times, but it will not raise 
the prices higher than they were before 
the demonetization of silver. 

The End Is Not in Sight. 

‘Shall we go on down to the bottom and 
depress labor and wring from the toilers 
the proceeds of the'r labor? That is the 
question which is before us and other na- 
tions. If we don’t stop it will drag the 
toilers deeper. The English are today pre- 
piring to fasten the gold standard upon In- 
dia. They are now discussing the question 
of putting that helpless country entirely 
upon a gold basis. 

“Thus we keep raising the purchasing 
price of gold. We haven't even got in 
sight of the end of this downward road. 
Wait until all the world has adopted go'd:; 
then the gold wi-l be placed upon the auc- 
tion biock and the world will stand around 
and bid. And when one buvse the gold at a 
high price he will have it bought from him 
at a higher pr'ce. It will keep gotnge up 
and human beings will keep going down 
lower and lower under the terrible depres- 
sion caused by the gold standard. 

“The gotd standard is a grime agsinst 
the human race and the democratic party 
has commenced against it a war of exter- 
mination. We haven't taken up this fight 
for a day or a year only.| We are in it to 
the end. We expect to win in 1990, or 1%. 
or 1906, or 2000, or even if we have to fight 
on till death: there is nothing for us to do 
but to fight on against this gigantic con- 
spiracy. 

“Add together the misery caused by all 
the wars of the past and every pestilence 
we have ever had and add to thaa the mis- 
ery caused by ail the famines and then 
think that the consummation of this zold 
echeme means more than aH that put to- 
gether. You have seen a part of the mis- 
ery. This is a fight not only for ourselves, 
but for our families and posterity. We be- 
lieve in bimetallism from logic, reason and 
ifiustration.

London, March 15.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Times telegraphs an ab- 
stract of an article in the St. Petersburg 
Novoe Vremya, which he thinks “‘deserves 
attention as giving an accurate account of 
the view and intentions of at least three of 
the great powers.”’ 

The correspondent gays: 
the United 


“The article asserts that — 
States are well aware that in declaring 


war against Spain they could not count 
upon the approval of any of the Kuropean 
powers. Ail, it alleges, would sympathize 
with Spain, if not actively, certainly by 
categorical protest against Presigent Mc- 
Kinley’s conduct. This is also well known 
at Madrid. 

‘“‘Therefore,”’ continues the Novoe Vre- 
mya writer, “it is hoped that Spain will 
not fall into the trap laid by Washington; 
for she has so far no serious grounds for 
declaring war, and measures should be im- 


mediately taken in order that she may 
not have Such grounds in the future. 
“The European’ representatives, con- 


cludes the article, “‘will notify the Wash- 
ington government of their opinion that 
war is not desirable, and it is to be hoped 
that Pres.dent MeKinley will realize the 
disadvantage of such genera! censure and 
will not allow himself to be eggea@ into war 
by Ameriean speculators.” , 
Austria and Germany, Too. 

The Vienna correspondent of The Stand- 
ard declares that Austria and Germany 
sympaithize with Spain, the former being 
actuated by family ties between the two 
reigning houses, and the latter by a grudge 
against the United States. The correspond- 
ent aGdds: 

“The Chinese question is much more prac- 
tical for the United States than the Cuban, 
but America has no naval base in Chinese 
waters. Why should not Spain make peace 
by offering the United States a naval sta- 
tion in the Philippines? Spain would lose 
nothing thereby. On the contrary, the 
Philippines would be more assured to her 
than before and the Americans would be 


enabled to act from that base in conjunc- 
tion with England and Japan.” 


The Paris correspondent of The Times 
says: 


“According to information obtained from 
good sources the Austrian emperor is mak- 
ing great efforts to induce the Buropean 
powers to present to the United States 
the danger of FEurope of their carrying 
any further interference in Cuban affairs. 

“Emperor William is warmly seconding 
the efforts of Emperor Joseph. The Amer- 


ican government is aware of this situa- 
tion.”’

Cuban Junta Representative Says the 
Island Prefers Endless War. 
Philadelphia, March 14.—Dr. John Guit- 
eras, the representative of the Cuban jun- 
ta In this city, in an open letter today dis- 
cusses the published statements that there 
is a project on foot to gettle the Cuban 
question on 4 basis of autonomy.

He holds that there are two reasons why 
the plan of forcing autonomy should not 
be considered, because it would not be 
right avd because it would not be possible. 
In support of the first reason, he says the 
English flag in Canada “means concilia- 
tion, prosperity, progress; it means par- 
ticipation in one of the erandest evolu- 
tlonary movements of the human race,” 
while in Cuba the Spanish flag “signifies 
devastation, ruin, murder; it signifies par- 
ticipation in a movement of decadence and 
degeneration that has no parallel in hig- 
tory.”’ 

He then declares jt woul@ not be hon- 
orable to insist that the Cuban people re- 
main in any way dependent upon @ goy- 
ernment which has made systematic star- 
vation a procedure of war, and which un- 
der a military authority his pursuea a 
policy of extermination. He quotes the 
letter written by ex-Minister DeLome, re- 
ferring to him as Spain's trusted repre- 


sentative, declaring the plan of autonomy 
to be a farce. 

Of his second reason, he says: 

“You can crush the island and her peo- 
ple under your hand, but you cannot force 
autonomy on the Cuban people. Their con- 
téntion- for separation from Spain is too 
just; the gap between them is too deep; 
the debt of blood, fatlure and desolation 
is too great; and there is not a shadow of 
community of interests that can hold to- 
gether what everything tends to d!srup*. 
1o0u can force a temporary peace, but 
Spanish domination in any form, never.

CHARLESTON HARBOR DEFENDED 


Like He 


Work Is Being Rapidly Pushed To 
Completion on the Foris. 
Charleston, S. C., Mareh 14.—(Special.)— 
War preparations are being hurriedly 
made on the fortifications guarding the en- 
trance to Charleston harbor. The orders 
received recently to get the forts ready for 
action at the earliest possible moment are 
being carried out by athe authorities, and 
with the big guns working it will be diri- 
cult for a hostile fleet to enter the harbor. 
Regimental headquarters have been trans- 
ferred to Sullivan's island from St. Augus- 
tine, Fla., and the new troops are expected 
to arrive here this week. ‘The troops al- 
ready on the island have he*en put in ths 

forts to learn how tO manage the guns. 

In the mortar battery on the front island 
beach, overlooking the entrance Charles- 
ton harbor, eight twelve-inch mbgcars are 
mounted and ready for action. ere are 
eight more to be placed in this battery and 
a second battery further down the beach 
is to have several mortars. 

In old Fort Moultrie two twelve-inch 
rifled guns have been mounted on d@isap- 
pearing carriagcs, and they can do effec- 
tive work on anything within ten or twelve 
miles range. Four twelve-inch, four eight- 
inch and two more ten-inch gums are to 
be placed, and a number of rapid fire guns 
will also be put in position to cover the 
beach in ecnse if a land attack. In all 
the island batteries will mount forty-odd@ 
guns, A large quantity of ammunition for 
the big guns and mortars has been ordered 
here. The magazines in the new forts are 
ready for the reception of the powder and 
the projectiles. There is some ammunition 
now in the magazines. 

Dav and night forces are working on the 
forts.

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WANT T0 SAYER 
SOLDIERS’ HOME 


Daughters of the Confederacy Meet in 
Macen to Devise a Plan. 


TO PRESERVE THE PROPERTY 


Mrs. Nobles’s Attorney To Appea- Be- 
fore the Governor To Appeal Case. 


OLD WOMAN'S DAYS ARE NUMBERED 


Date for the Execution Is Gradually 
Drawing ,Near, but Her Lawyer 
Is Still Hopeful. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)—There 
will be an important meeting of the Sid- 
ney Lanier chapter of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy at the pwhblic library at 19 
o'clock tomorrow morning for the purpose 
of considering a proposition to join in a 
movement ‘to save the Soldiers’ Home at 
Atlanta. Mrs. Hailie Alexander Rounsa- 
vilie, of Romegpresident of the Georgia 
division of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, has written a letter to ars. 
Appleton Collins, president of the Sidney 
Lanier chapter, of Macon, on the subject, 
from which the following interesting ex- 
tracts are taken: 

tealizing that if it could be proved 
practicable, the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, in Georgia, Would desire to save 
the Soldiers’ Home, now advertised for 
sale on April 5, 1898. I wrote as soon as 
1 learned of the proposed sale to Judge 
Cabhoun, chairman of commissioners of 
the home, asking upon what terms the 
Daughters could secure possession or con- 
trol of the property. 

“After some correspondence 
a personal readiness to agree to terms 
@ontained in the inclosed letter, and has 
asked for an expression from the other 
commissioners. If they agree to terms 
similar to these. it will be possible for the 
Daughters to obtain control of the Soldiers’ 
Home, and devote it to the purpose for 
which it was orig inally intended; if they 
can, between this date and the 5th sa April, 
(i ttle more than three weeks) iise by 
popular suibscription or otherwise ‘the sum 
of $5,000. 

“We have in the state twenty-five chap- 
ters in good standing. If through each 
chapter we could secure, in the time 
named, subdscriptions amounting to $200, we 
could pay the debt now resting on the 
home, and afterwards raise the amount 
necessary to maintain it. Of course the 
$200 named represents the average amount 
each chapter would have to raise. 

‘T believe ‘there are four or five chapters 
in the staite that could, In a few days, raise 
from $300 to $500 each, if they go to work 
in the right spirit. and this would relieve 
the weaker chapters from the necessity of 
raising the full $200. 

“Rut cannot each eommunttv furnish 
twenty men who would give $19 each, or 
forty men who would give $5 each for such 
a purpose. Perhans.a few coul ld be found 
who would give 00 or more. 

In a letter to Mrs. Rounsaviile, Chairman 
Calhoun said: 

“When the home was advertised for sale 
before no bid was received. 

“There seemed to be no demand for it at 
that time. As for myself, if the Daughters 
of the Confederacy could ratse the amount 
of the indebtedness on the — something 
over $4,000, before the day of sale and pay 
off the debt, and agree to open and main- 
tain it as a confederate soldiers’ home, 
upon proper conditions; the property to re- 
vert to the ‘trustees in case of failure to 
open and maintain for said purpose, I 
would sanction it, if the approval of the 
others couw'd be oabtained fully.’

Vas an application that Mrs. No- 
bles he relieved of the @r1th penalty 
Mr. Harris asked in his letter that he and 
Attorneys Glenn & Rountree be allowed to 
argue the apniication the latter part of 
this week. The petition was directed to 
the governor, but it is probable that the 
governor will refer it to the prison com- 
mission, in AaTreR event the 
Mrs, Nobles’ s behalf will be made by her 
attorneys before the prison commission. 
If the commission should refuse to recom- 
mend a commutation of sentence, then the 
attorneys will request the governor to 
hear them, 

Mrs. Nobles is sentenced to die on March 
25th. This date is near at hand, and what- 
tver is done to save her from the gallows 
will have to be Gone quickly. 

Gus Fambles, Mrs. Nobles'’s associate in 
the murder of her husband, is sentenced to 
die on next Friday, Mareh 18th. If no 
action is taken in ‘Mrs. Nobles's’ case be- 
fore that time, by the commission or the 
governor, it is very probate that the goy- 
ernor will respite Gus Fambles unti! her 
case is disposed of. If she is commuted, it 
is believed that commutation will also be 
granted to Gus. 

The information comes that there is a 
large number of letters on file in the gov- 
ernor's office asking for executive clemency 
for Mrs. Nobles. Many of these letters 
are from parties residing outside of the 
state.

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Mr. Watson Retires. 

To the Macon correspondent cf The 
Constitution Mr. Thomas E. Watson an- 
nounced that be will neither attend the 
populist convention to be held in At- 
lanta next Wednesday, nor be a can- 
didate for governor under any circum- 
stances. He says that he is out of poll- 
tics and that he may be numbered with 
the political dead. He will hereafter 
devote himself to his profession, with 
literature as his recreation, being now 
engaged on his “History of France.” 
This announcement by Mr. Watson is 
the most important political news that 
has been lately published in Georgia. 
His ability, his remarkable gifts of ora- 
tory, and his fiery energy made him the 
soul of the populist movement in the 
south. ‘That movement, in its essence, 


“owas a revolt of democrats against the 
“ tame submission of the national conven- 


tion of the party to the dictation and 
control of delegates from the republican 
states. ‘That was the origin of the pop- 
ulist party in the south. 

We have always regretted that Mr. 
Watson saw proper to leave the party. 
It is a loss to any organization to be 
bereft of a man of such splendid talents. 
He continued to call himself a Jefferson- 
jan democrat, but ignored the fact that 
Jefferson himself conscientiously enter- 
tained a great many views which he re- 
frained from grafting on the policy of 
his party. He foresaw that a party, to 
possess vitality, must have fundamental 
principles with their roots struck deep 
in the nature of things, and that such a 
party must needs plant itself in the con- 
servative instincts of the people. 

The democrats themselves were as dis- 
gusted with the dictation of republican 
states as was Mr. Watson, and they re- 
volted against it. But their revolt did 
not take them outside the party. The 
people, in 1896, wrote the national plat- 
form in their district and state conven- 
tions before the Chicago convention met, 
and the delegates from republican states 
were compelled to take the medicine 
with which they had been dosing the 
delegates from the democratic 
They did not accept as gracefully, how- 
ever, but the democratie party was 
stronger at the polls by many thousands 
than it ever was before. 

The leadership of 
kept the populist party in 
state. His retirement, therefore, can 
only be interpreted as significant of his 
belief that the democratic party now 
stands for the most vital and essential 
of those reforms which he went out of 
the party to advocate. We think that 
this feeling is widespread among the 
voters in this state who have acted with 
the populists. 

Mr. Watson has kept his hands clean, 
but it is perfectly well known that

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The Income Tax Again. 

The reference made by Mr. Bryan to 
the income tax in his Athens speech is 
one to which the time gives peculiar 
emphasis. 

This tax was imposed for the purpose 
of compelling wealth to bear its just 
share of government burden. Yet when 
the constitutionality of this tax is 
brought before the United States su- 
preme court that body, after first decid- 
ing in its favor, through some hocus 
pocus changed its opinion, aud rendered 
an adverse decision. 

It was a timely hit, therefore, that 
Mr. Bryan made in his Athens speech, 
when he called attention to the fact that 
now, standing under the imminence of 
a foreign war, the government had the 
right to draft the entire manhood of the

CANNOT HELP 
THE GOLD MINERS 


Director Walcett Says the Government 
Is Not Equipped. 


Neither the State Nor the United 
States il] Undertake It. 


RIVATE ENTERPRISE WILL KEEP TRYING 


Senator A. O. Bacon Did All He Could 
To Assist in the Work—Mil- 
lions in It. 


AST fall Senator A. O. Bacon under- 

took to get the United States geo'og- 

ical survey to make a special study 
of the Georgia gold field. 

Georgia, Alabama and the Carolinas have 
large gold deposits—that is, large in extent. 
The ores are mostly low grade, so far as 
known, but they would pay ahndsomely 
if the gold could be saved. The problem 
which has been puzzling miners and geol- 
ogists and metallurgists is how to save 
the precious metal. By the. devices in 
general use, it is estimated that often as 
much as two-thirds of the golg@ in the ore 
is lost. when from two-thirds to four-fifths 
should be saved. 

Senator Bacon, Senator Clay and Repre- 
sentative Tate interested the other mem- 
bers of the Georgia delegation in the ef- 
fort to get the government to help solve 
the problem. The practical miners in the 
southern field confessed that they had been 
unable to make much headway themselves. 
Many processes had been trieG and failed. 
Only one approached satisfaction and it 
was not believed to be adapted to the dif- 
ferent varieties of ore. 

It was presumed that the United States 
geological survey was capable of at least 
undertaking the study, which Georgia's 
state geologist said his department was not 


equipped for. But Director Charlies D. 
Walcott. of the federal survey, says he 
cannot attempt the scientific investigation 


necessary -to determine how to Save more 
gold. The mining world will be surprised 
to learn how limited are the resources and 
capabilities of the government's geological 
survey, which in some respects, at least, 
is inferior to the departments maintained 
by a number of states. 

Director Walcott and, State Geologist 
Yeates of Georgia, had some ‘correspond- 
ence, but no definite plans were made. The 
director saig@ that his department was 
busy and he made no promises. So really 
nothing comes of the effort made by Sen- 
ator Bacon and his colleagues. This will 
be a disappointment to all -who are inter- 
ested in the development of the southern 
gola field, but private enterprise will con- 
tinue to struggle with the problem. The 
This chlorination process is working sat- 
isfactorily in the Cherokee belt. The cya- 
nide is about to be given a thorough test 
on the Hall county belt, and one of the 
greatest scientific brains of the age is 
working a process for saving the gold in 
the saprolite ores. 

Characteristics of the Ores. 

After Senator Bacon wrote to Director 
Walcott, requesting him to make a study 
of the Georgia field, Mr.. Walcott wrote 
to Professor Yeates, Georgia's state geol- 
in regard to co-operation and he 
suggesteg two lines on Which to work. 


Replying, Professor Yeates said of the 
character of the Georgia ores, that they 


may be classified as follows: 

“1, Placer Deposits—a. Aurifgrous gravel; 
auriferous saprolite. 

“2. Auriferous Quartz Veins—a, Contain- 


ing little or no sulphides, either above or 


b. 


below water level: b. containing sulphides 
below water level, and free milling 
‘honey-comb' quartz above water level. 


(1.) Those containing. the sulphides, pyrite 
or chalcopyrite only. (2.) Those containing 
ga2lena, pyromorphite, ete. 

“3. Hard Hydromica Slaies and Gneiss— 
Containing small lenses and ribbons of au. 
riferous quartz. 

‘Referring to your division (1), the chem- 
lcal and mechanical] causes of diffeulty 
met with, I would say, first, that in some 
Of the ores a part of the gold is so finely 
divided that when sluiced@ from the depos- 
its, it is claimed that considerable of it 
floats on the water through the gsluices and 
Over the plates, ang is thereby lost; sec- 
ond, that small particles of gold are more 
or less coated by iron oxide, resulting from 
the aiteration of pyrite (‘rusty £0/id'), and 
for this reason are not caught in the amal- 
fam plates. It is gaimed by the miners 
that the sulphide ores contain arsenic, 

that, therefore, a cynsiderable quantity 
of the gold from such vres will 
not amalgamate. Woile there {s some 
arsenopyrite in some of the mines in this 
state, 1 am not prepared to eay whether 
oe not the original pyrite contains inclu- 
sions of this mineral to such an extent as 
to affect the ores. 

The Chlorination Treatment. 


“Your second inquiry as to the means 
suggested by current metallurgical proces- 
Ses, or those that may be devised, for over- 
coming the difficulties suggests that of the 
two chemical processes which have been 
applied to the low grade ores in different 
parts of the world—namely, the cyan.de 
process and the chlorination process—the 
latter, as modified by Mr. Adolph Thies 
has been tried at two Georgia mines on 
the sulphide ores, and I am informed that 
in both cases this process has been emi- 
nently successful. At the Haile mine, in 
South Carolina, which is near the Georgia 
line, this process has been tried with about 
the same success. The Meckienburg iron 
works, of Charlotte, N. C., which manufac- 
tures ; barrel chlorination process de- 
viata oy Fae, Suarantees the recovery of 
“ per cént of the assay value of sulphide 
ores, and I was told by Mr. Thies that his 
average recovery at the Haile rat 
about 9242 per cent. It is currently reported 
that the recovery of gold by this procegs

Director Walcott to Senator Bacon. 

lirector Walcott. upon receiving Profes- 
sor Yeates’s letter, wrote to Senator — 
explaining why the government could no 
undertake examination which might ut 
sult in adding millions of dollars to tn@ 
country’s gold supply. In the course of 
this letter Director Walcott said: 

“In reading Mr. Yeates’s letter you will 
note his statement that the problems 
which remain to be considered are: 1. How 
can the ‘flour’ and the ‘rusty’ gold can be 
saved? 2. What mechanical process for 
mining the large deposits of lew grade 
saprolite can be substituted for the waste-

ful flooding from reservoirs? 3. What 
modification of the chlorination process 
will prevent the precipitation of silver 


chloride, inclosing particles of gold from 
ores containing considerable galena.”’ 

He states further that he has been un- 
able, with the means at his command, to 
work up in nice detail the economic geology 
of the deposits and suggests that the co- 
operation between the state survey and 
the national survey should be by having 
an officer of the state survey visit the 
mines and send to the United States sur- 
vey samples of the ores for study from 
the metallurgical] standpoint. or, as an al- 
ternative, that the national survey send a 
geologist to make the field investigations, 
he to be accompanied ‘by a geologist from 
the state survey. — 


Has Not the Experts. 
“The co-operation proposed “oy Professor 
Yeates is one that involves the possession 


of a well-equipped chemico-metaliurgical 
laboratory. The question is not simply 
whether certain onhemical combinations 


will produce certain results, but how the 
desired results can be obtained with com- 
paratively unskilled labor and with the 
rought appliances which are necessitated 
by the economic conditions prevailing in 
mining regions. For this purpose it is 
necessary to work on large quantities of 
matertal under conditions and with ma- 
chinery such as will obtain and be avaliable 


in the practical carrying out of the pro- 
cess. Such apparatus’ exists in’ most 
of the technical schools and forms part 


of the plant of private establishments 
which make a specialty of such work. 
For this survey to undertake such work 
it would be necessary, first, to have a large 
and expenstve metallurgical plant, and, 
second, to have a corps of specially train- 
ed metallurgical chemists, neither of which 
it has now. You may recall that in 1892 
the appropriation for the chemical division 
of the survey was reduced from $20,000 to 
$5,000, thus effectually crippling it. The 
annual appropriation is now only $7,500. 
All metallurgical work was given up at the 
time of the reduction of appropriation and 
when the survey quarters were transferred 
to the present building the chemical labo- 
ratory was restricted to such work as was 
required in the analysis of rocks and min- 
erals. 


Cannot Compete. 

“There is another view of this subject 
which must be considered in this connec- 
tion. The federal survey has never un- 
dertaken to work out the deiails of purely 
technical problems, such matters being 
left to the states and to private enter- 
prise. For the federal survey to take up 
this line of investigation would seriously 
harm and possibly destroy an establish- 
ed branch of business. Moreover, it is 
doubtful if the government would be able 
in the long run to compete successfully 
with private establishments, since thee suc- 
cessful training of metallurgical chem- 
ists lies as much (if not more) in the expe- 
rience acquired in practicai work as in the 
theoretic Knowledge of chemical reactions 

volved. Individuals who devote their en- 
tire time to the parctical workings of a 
given process necessarily have a more thor- 
ough Knowledge of the particular process 
upon which they are engaged than the 
government chemist who is simply experi- 
menting on a great number. 

“Under existing conditions it does not 
seem practicable nor advisable for the sur- 


vey to undertake any tests.of the appli- 
cability of different metallurgical  pro- 
cesses to the ores of Georgia. It is well 


known that, as regards the sulphide ores, 
Similar ores have been successfully treat- 
ed by the Thies modification of the chlori- 
nation process in adjoining etates, and it 
appears from Mr. Yeates’s letter that the 
managers of this guarantee the recovery 
of 90 per cent of the gold in these ores of 
Georgia. Both this and the cyanide pro- 
cess, which is the alternative one, are pri- 
vate interests whose property might be 
seriously interfered with if the govern- 
ment were to undertake to give the seal of 
its approbation to one over the other. 


Referred to Engineers. 

“It is not at all likely, from the evidence 
of the already relatively considerabie in- 
vestigation into the geological and miner- 
alogical character of the Georgia ores, that 
they are peculiar, cr exceptional, except 
as regards the so-called ‘saprolite ores,’ 
which, however, also occur, as Mr. ¢}. F’. 
Becker has shown, in California, Alaska 
and the Urals. The difficulties encquntered 
in treating them are mechanicaj rather 
than chemical and are such as come within 
the province of the engineer rather than 
the geologist to overcome. 

“It may be practicable to co-operate with 
Mr. Yeates in the examination of the va- 
rious ores in the field and, where prelimin- 
ary tests show ft to be necessary, to have 
chemical analyses made to determine 
whetler they are in any way exceptional: 
alzo, it would be well to ascertain as far us 
possible the chemical nature of the s0-called 
‘rustiness’ of the gold in SuTface deposits 
A geologist acquainted with the gold éepon- 
its could collect full suites of specimens 
but it is a question whether, in view of the

The charges of wholesale corruption 
which Senator Berner makes against the 
railroads in connection with the consider- 
ation of the bill introduced in the legisla- 
ture of 1884 to curtail the powers of the 
railroad commission, is all the talk in 
political circles, but it is not believed that 
it will end in anything except talk. Mr. 
Berner spoke yesterday at [awrenceville, 
anda good deal of interest was manifested 
in that portion of his which. re- 
ferred to these charges. He took occasion, 
however, to qualify his radical utter- 
ances at Monticello as to disclaim im- 
puting bribery to the legislators, and to 
declare that his attack was only upon the 
lobby. At the same time he reiterated his 
assertion that there had been wholesale 
corruption at the session of the legislature 
referred and he repeated all his 
charges as to junketing expeditions, wine 
banquets and poker games. 

Among the many distinguished members 
of the session of ’84 who were spoken to 
by Constitution representatives yesterday 
there was a general disposition to make 
light of Mr. Berner’s charges. One of the 
most distinguished of all, who now occu- 
pies a high political place through the 
grace of democratic votes in Georgia, said 
during the afternoon: 

‘If Mr. Berner really wants to make 
the people believe that what he says about 
the Georgia legislature in 1884 is true, he 
ought to tuke steps to bring about an 
Official investigation. But I think in his 
zeal for votes Bob has shot over the mark. 
Even supposing that what he says is true, 
{t strikes me as being a little curious that 
he has waited for thirteen years before dis- 
covering that it was his duty to tell the 
people about it. As a matter of fact, he 
should have exposed the corruption at the 
time if he knew it was going on, and I 
am very well convinced in my own mind 
that he is using the matter for country 
consumption today just because he is a 
candidate. Candidates, you know, are 
€.ven a latitude in such matters that or- 
dinary people are not allowed.” 

They Pleaied Not Guii'ty. 

Senator ©. B. Stevens, who is now a 
candidate for commissioner of agriculture, 
Was a member of the legislature complain- 
d of, but he said yesterday that he had 
ho personal knowledge of the terrific as- 
sault of the lobby that Mr. Berner talks 
about, although he had voted for the bill 
that Mr. Berner says the railroads are 
épending a mint ‘of money to put through. 
Attorney General Joseph M. Terrell was 
also a member of the house at that time, 
and while voted against the bill, he 
Says he knew nothing of the sensational 
Scenes in the lobby which Mr. Berner so 
graphically describes. On the contrary, he 
thought that the fight aver the bill was a 
very open and manly one from start to 
finish, and that if those who voted for it 
had been corrupted the corruption was ac- 
efomplished without his knowledge. 
it will be recalled that the bill passed the 
Senate, was favorably reported by the 
talroad committee of the lower house, and 
that the final fight came up upon its pas- 
base among the representatives. It re- 
Quired & votes to put it through, and it 
received only 8&3, failing of a constitutional 
Majority by only 5 ballots. The debate 
Which it aroused attracted wide attention 
at the time, and the entire matter is today 
Spread over more pages of the official 
record of the legislature than any other one 
Measure which has been considered since.

Lawrenceville, Ga., March 14.—(Special.)—

“Il am not surrounded by a galaxy of 
political managers. I have no _ political 
managers. I have no Atlanta headquarters. 
l am not sustained by the great daily pa- 
pers. I honor the press, and only ask 
fair and honorable treatment of the press. 
l am not banking on managers, head- 
quarters or the press, but the people. I 
cannot see how the presge can denounce me, 
and hold me up to pubhe ridicule ‘in view of 
my untiring services to the democratic 

party. I expect to run a clean and 
orable campaign, and if defeaied I 
take the stump forthe nominee. The } 
denounces me as araiiroad wrecker bec: 

1 am in favor of railroad competition. 
make no war on railroads or corporations, 
nor would I destroy their property, but 
would exact of them a strict compliance of 
the constitution. With reference to rail- 
road competition and discrimination in 
freight rates. 

‘Il have no harsh words for managers of 
railroads or corporations. If 1 am elected 
governor I would summon the railroad 
managers before me when the law was 
violated, and | would tell them to stop, 
and give them a chance to do so, and then, 
if they refused.

New York, March 14.—The stock and 
bond markets were strong throughout to- 
day. Different opinions were offered as 
to the cause of this and probably al) had 
eome truth in them. That the excess of 
buoyancy Was a surprise to many profes- 
s.onal traders, even io those who expected 
a natural rebound of Saturday’s excessive 
depression, was evi. t. Prices of Ameri- 
cans were advanced in London before the 
opening here. This was the more notable 
on account of the acute depression of the 
Spanish government 4s, which fell 2% in 
London on Paris selling, an showed an ex- 
treme decline of 1% in Paris. The course of 
these bonds has been looked upon as a 
true index of the diplomatic relations be- 
tween the United States and Spain. This 
discrepancy might mean that capital looks 
favorably upon the excellent financial and 
industrial conditions in the United States 
in spite of the danger of war, or it might 
mean that the acute financial distress of 
the Spanish government detracts from the 
value of its bends in spite of the chance 
of peace. It is not to be lost sight of that 
United States bonds in the local market 
declined 42 per cent in the bid price in spite 
of the strength of al! other securities. It 
is possible. however, that the stiffening 
of the money rate may have accounted for 
this movement. Certain it is that there 
Was a very large covering of short con- 
tracts which had beem left open over 
Sunday on the belief that some new deal 
. or development was imminent in our rela- 
| tions with Spain. The firmness of prices 
was sustained to the close. There was a 
demonstration that the underlying strength 
of business interests of the country would 
quickly bring a recovery of prices upon 
any relaxation of the tension over the Cu- 
ban question. Gold continues to be €n- 
@z2ged abroad for import, today’s announce- 
ments aggregating considerably over $4,(00,- 
000. The fall in the rate of exchange on 
Paris and Berlin and the relative steadi- 
ness of the rate on London indicates where 
the pressure for gold is being felt, and 
there was a response in the stiffening of 
the money rate in Paris and Berlin. Money 
is still moving to the interior from this 
point, and receipts of gold had no effect 
today in easing the money market. Over 
$1,000,000 will be withdrawn from the mar- 
ket tomorrow and covered into the treasury 
for the second payment on account of the 
Kansas Pacific sale. Nearly all. active 
stocks are from 2 to over 3 points higher 
as a result of the day’s trading.

LEITER GIVES MAY SUPPORT 


Corn and Oats Were Comparative'y 
Firm and Show Little Change. 
Provisions Heavy and Lower 


Chicago, March 14.—All the wheat fu- 
tures were weak today except May, which 
had the usual support of the Leiter inter- 
ests. The extremely favorable weather 
and heavy additions to the contract stocks 
here were prominent factors in causing 
liquidation. whch continued all day. July 
closed*s@ee lower. Corn and oats were 
comparat.vely firm and showed little 
change at the close. Provisions were heavy 
and close@ 4@12%ec lower. 

Wheat showed some sirength at the 
opening, although it was not of very long 
duration. Besides the favorable effect, 
Leiter's applications to the board of di- 
rectors for a margin price on May wheat 
had no traders, both English and conti- 


nental markets showed  unlooked for 
strenath. Liverpool opened lower, but 
quickly advanced to a point above Sat- 


urday’s figures there, and Paris also re- 
ported Tromewhat higher prices. July, 
which closed Saturday at {7%@8&7l6c, open- 
ed today at &s&7%c. For about fifteen or 
twenty Minutes there was quite good sup- 
port given by shorts, and not a little 
reinstating of lines which had been un- 
loaded during the last week’s decline was 
apparent. July was advanced to &8c, the 
high point of the day, before the reaction 
started. Then the infiuence of the favora- 
ble weather an@ bearish routine news be- 
gan to be felt. Seeding and sowing was 
reported as progressing rapidly in Nebras- 
ka, With conditions very favorable in every 
respect. The selling which this. started 
Was augmented by the enormous ‘addition 
to the contract stocks. Chicago receipts 
Were 145 cars, 19 cars of which were of 
contract grade. Tye ‘mixing houses,”’ 
however, contributed 193 cars of No. 1 
northern to the contract stocks, making in 
all about 200,000 bushels today. North- 
west receipts were heavy, Minneapolis and 
Duluth reporting 444 cars® against 560 last 
week and 302 last year. The persistency 
with which receipts kept up in the north- 
west in spite of the reports of almost ex- 
nausted country stocks was not at all re- 
assuring to the longs, and an hour from 
the opening selling was quite general.
